DOMESTIC NEWS. 


F rightful Disaster In a Tunnel. 
New Y o r k, July 2Int.—This morning the 
caisson leading to the entrance of the Hud­ 
son river tunnel, constructed at Sixteenth 
street, Jersey City, caved in, carrying with 
it an immense quantity of earth. 
Twenty- 
one men were buried. Seven were soon after 
taken out bruised, but not seriously, and the 
rescuers are laboring hard to reach the re­ 
maining fourteen. 
Meanwhile water from 
the river flowed in rapidly, and steam fire en­ 
gines were aet to work to save those who 
might still he alive from drowning. 
The 
men resided in the vicinity of the tunnel, and 
a very large and excited crowd of persons 
soon congregated. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.) 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE CATASTROPHE. 
New Y o r k, July 21st.—It now appears 
that twenty-two men lost their lives, while 
eight had an almost miraculous escape. The 
night gang of thirty men, including Assistant 
Superintendent Woodward and two foremen, 
entered the shaft at midnight, the hours of 
work for this gang being from 12 to 8. 
The 
depth of the shaft is sixty-live feet, and while 
most of the men were employed*at the bot­ 
tom of the shaft about one-third of the gang 
were engaged on the brick wall of the arch 
twenty-five feet higher. 
It was the latter 
squad—all bricklayers—that escaped, except 
two. 
The main arch of the tunnel runs out 
from the shaft about a distance of thirty feet, 
when it opens into two distinct arches that 
are to form the tunnel. Through some neg­ 
ligence of the men, it is supposed, the air­ 
lock was not properly adjusted, and when 
the process of shaftlDg commenced the brick 
wall connecting the two arches gave way and 
the water rushed into the cave. Following 
is the list of casualties : Peter Woodland, 
Assistant Superintendent; Frank AJeston, 
forem an; 
Thomas Burns, 
foreman, and 
twenty-two workmen perished. The Super­ 
intendent thinks the air in the tunnel must 
have escaped through the sill. He has put a 
gang of 100 meu to work. These will make 
a new passage to the tunnel. They are not 
expected to accomplish the task in less than 
three days. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE DISASTER.’ 


N ew Y o r k , July 21st.—The official report 
of the tunnel disaster says that 2.8 men wer, 
in i])e tunnel when the accident occurred, of 
whom 8 escaped and 20 were drowned. 
The 
cause given is that probably the men did not 
watch the brick wall of the working shaft as 
closely as they shottl 1. 
The accident will 
stop woik for three weeks. 
There are no 
other points in the official report not already 
covered. When the eight men had gotten out 
another workman, in trying t> pass thiough 
the door leading from the air-lock into the 
temporary chamber 
of 
the tunnel, was 
jammed in the doorway, and despite the 
efforts of those ahead could not be brought 
out, as the door closed upon him and held him 
fast. Peter Woodland, the Assistant Super­ 
intendent, told the men to try to get out, and 
when the ninth man was fastened in the 
doorway he called out to those who had es­ 
caped, telling them to hurry and try and get 
assistance and help the rest and himself who 
were left behind. He refused to leave himself, 
saying he would stay aud make every effort to 
get the rest out, and if it were not possible 
then thoie escaping must try to get the rest 
and himself out alive.

[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 


STATEMENT OF ONE OF THE RESCUED. 
New Y o rk, July 21st.—Thomas Vannos- 
trand, one of the rescued men, said: The 
main shaft is sixty feet deep, and from the 
bottom of this shaft the entrance to the tun­ 
nel is effected through a cylindrical barrel 
six feet in diameter and fourteen feet in 
length. 
This is called an air-lock and serves 
to preserve the density of the atmosphere of 
the tunnel, which in turn is secured by the 
forcing of air through pipes from the pumps. 
There is a door in each end of this air-lock. 
They both open inwardly. 
A t each side of 
the doors are round windows of thick glass, 
through which from the outside of the air­ 
lock a view can be gained of the work and 
workmen inside the tunnel. 
They went in at 
12 o’clock last night for the eight-hour shift. 
I was at work near the east end of the lock 
and in the west end of the tunnel. 
A t about 
4:30 o’clock I heard the holts snap and the 
braces give way. 
A l the same time I felt a 
rush of air on my faee. 
I started hack with 
seven of the men who were near me, and ran 
into the lock. The air pressure crowded the 
door shut at the east end. A t first it was 
locked by a joist, which we pulled out, and 
then the door slammed to. Through the 
deadeyes we could see men inside the tunnel. 
The water was fast rising. 


A VERITABLE HERO. 
Peter Woodland, the Assistant Superin­ 
tendent, stood at the door of the outside lock, 
which was stationary. 
I t would not move 
with us without knocking out the dead eyes. 
This would be fatal to the men outside, as 
the water would rush in and drown the men 
in an irstant. 
Woodland knew this, but 
stood at the door. His face was ghastly white, 
and he realized the terrible danger. 
He said 
to mO, ** Tom, quick; burst the dead eyes 
and do what you can for us.” I knew it was 
death to us all if I did not, so I obeyed the 
order. As the glass broke the air rushed in 
and the lock shot out in the main shaft, leav­ 
ing the men to drown, as the space occupied 
by the shift filled with water in an instant. 
We were wholly stripped of our clothes. 
When we crawled 
out I heard a rush 
of 
water 
at 
our 
back. 
I t 
filled 
in 
fast, 
but 
the 
obstruction kept it 
hack long enough for us to escape from the 
main shaft. I t was all we conld do to save 
ourselves. Woodland was standing in water 
up to his waist when I saw him. 
I t was a 
sure death, and I 1 ad to knock out the dead- 
eyes, as I told you. 
He knew as well as I 
that it was all over with them. 
I shall never 
forget the look on his face or the sound of

THE ACCIDENT EXPLAINED. 
The officers of the company, in explaining 
the accident, say the workmen in coming 
through the air-lock must have exercised un­ 
usual carelessness, and both doors of the air­ 
lock being opened at the same time the com­ 
pressed air was allowed to escape. 
The com­ 
pressed air serves a double purpose, namely, 
to keep the water out and to support the 
roof of the tunnel. So when it escaped the 
catastrophe was inevitable. 


NO 
n o rE FOR THE IMPRISONED WORKMEN. 
Workmen were busily engaged this after­ 
noon rigging np a strong pump for the pur­ 
pose of drawing out the water from the well­ 
like structure, and also for drawing the water 
out of the tunnel, which is filled to the ex­ 
treme limit, as has been ascertained hy the 
engineers by a test of attempting to force 
compressed air into the cavity. The water 
in the shaft has fallen about ten feet since 
morning, in consequence of the receding of 
the tide. 
Every now and then the surface in 
the center would be disturbed by numerous 
bubbles, and at times would appear as if 
boiling. 
This appearance, it is said, is due to 
the fact that some of the earth on the ma­ 
sonry is falliug constantly within the tunnel, 
and displacing the air produced this effect. 
Engineers and officials say it is impossible for 
any of the imprisoned workmen to be alive, 
as the water within the whole length of the 
tunnel is up to the roof, and even above it. 
The laborers who are making excavations 
west of the shaft will, however, not cease 
their labors to get at where the bodies are 
supposed fit be, but it is impossible to force 
any air into the tunnel, as all which has been 
forced in so far has escaped through the shaft. 
It was feared this afternoon that only seven 
men, instead of eight, had been saved, as one, 
named Thomas Crimmics, who was reported 
by one of the workingmen to have escaped, 
is now said to be missing.

THE PRESIDENT WILL SPEAK. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 21st.—The President 
was approached yesterday by members of the 
Republican Congressional Campaign Com­ 
mittee with a request that he make several 
speeches during his visit to the extreme 
West, especially in California, in behalf of 
the Republican Presidential ticket. 
The 
President said that ever since it had become 
known that he was going to California he had 
been in receipt of letters from that State a-k- 
ing him to make speeches during his visit. 
He had at first determined not to have any­ 
thing to say but the usual reply to speeches 
of welcome. 
He was, however, anxious to do 
everything in his power to secure the election 
of the Republican ticket, as were all the 
members of his Cabinet. As it was thought 
that a word or so from him would do good, 
he had no hesitaflcy in saying that he would 
be prepared to respond in behalf of the Re­ 
publican nominees. He would prepare him­ 
self for that as a part of his Western trip. 
The Republicans are generally pleased at the 
President’s reply, and say that it insures en­ 
tire harmony in the party and consequent 
success. 
HASCOCK’S RECORD. 


D e n v e r, July 21st.—Hon. R. W. Thomp­ 
son, Secretary of the Navy, delivered a 
speech here last night. 
He read a letter of 
General Hancock’s, written to the Hon. S. T. 
Glover, at St. Louis, July 17, 1868, indorsing 
the platform and candidates of the Demo­ 
cratic party of that year, which platform de­ 
clared that the constitutional amendments, 
the enfranchisement of the negroes and the 
entire work of reconstruction, were null and 
void. The letter also indorsed Frank Blair's 
letter to Broad head, advocating the sending 
of the army South to undo the work of re­ 
construction. Thom|ison said that Hancock 
was sent South by Andy Johnson to nullify 
the Acts of Congress, ami his order No. 40 
was intended to put rebels on top and loyal 
men at the bottom. General Grant refused 
to permit that order to he executed, and H an­ 
cock left New Orleans in a miff. 
Since the 
war these are the only prominent points in 
Hancock’s history. The speaker paid a high 
compliment to Hancock as a soldier, but de­ 
clared that he is no statesman.

NICKEL BRONZE. 


The effect of the opening and working; 
of the remarkable deposits of nickel.(gar- 
nierite) in New Caledonia on the commer­ 
cial value of this metal has already been 
to reduce the metal to about one half the- 
price at which it sold two or three years 
ago, and the doubt that has been ex­ 
pressed as to the extent of tliese deposits 
now appears to have been dissipated by th e 
erection of extensive works, both in New 
Caledonia and near Marseilles, in France, 
for the crude reduction and subsequent re­ 
fining of the metal, and the production 
front this source has been continually on 
the increase. 
These facts would appear 
to indicate th at the original statement!» of 
the immensity of the New Caledonia de­ 
posits were not simply exaggerations. An­ 
other piece of evidence to the same end ia 
now afforded by the formation of a French 
company, whose object is declared to be 
to effect the substitution of nickel-plated 
brass and copper by the use of nickel- 
bronze. 
This alloy contains nickel, to­ 
gether with various proportions of copper, 
zin* and tin, according to circumstances ; 
bat at least 20 per cent, of nickel is re­ 
quired to socure sufficient protection against 
the action of the atmosphere and to give 
the desired tint. 
The Journal o f the So• 
ciety o f Art*, referring to the new depait- 
ure, states that all articles that are now 
made of brass or copper uickelizod may to 
produced in solid white nickel-bronze. W e 
take it for granted—though no special allu­ 
sion to the fact is made—th at the ccst of 
the new alloy here referred to will inter­ 
pose no obstacle to its general substitution 
for brass and copper—[Engineeriug Journal.

A PROMISING OUTLOOK. 
While the crop report which the R ec­ 
o r d U n io n recently published gave war­ 
rant for the most hopeful conclusions, it 
did not set forth the facts in full, because 
iu the more distant counties of broad area 
it is difficult to gather by telegraphic re­ 
port complete statements. Such reports 
must always be supplemented by the mail 
advices. We now find that in addition to 
the extended acreage reported, the ex­ 
cellent condition of the crop3 and the fine 
promise of heavy yield in the more central 
counties, that the more distant sections 
promise equally as well. 
Take Santa 
Barbara, for instance. The outlook, we 
learn, is there uaprecedeutedly favorable, 
and that the yield of all kinds of growth 
will be exceptionally large. The reports 
through the interior press, and knowledge 
otherwise gained, convinces us that the 
harvest of 1SS0 will prove one of the best 
the State has ever had, and that the 
capacity of our acres for grain-growing has 
not yet been fairly tested. With the ex­ 
tension of railroads, and the increase of 
population, we find constantly new sec­ 
tions openiug up and the soil of old ones 
increasing in the quantity and certainty of 
its yield, especially in counties which have 
heretofore had little credit for large pro­ 
duction. It is only the careful observer 
who forsces the great importance and the 
magnitude of California’s earth produc­ 
tion. It will be but a few years when she 
avill surpass all rivals as a grain and fruit 
producing section of the continent. It will 
also soon be found that agricultural knowl­ 
edge is leading to greater diversity of 
growths, to more of the needed rota­ 
tion of crops, and to more varied culture 
generally; and lastly, that agriculture is 
to be the great industry of the common­ 
wealth, the industry which is to people 
the State, and to endow it with the best of 
gifts, permanent homes.

" personal friendship and esteem.” Com­ 
ing from a very conservative class of men, 
who are not given to rushing off on tan­ 
gents, this indorsement has a peculiar sig­ 
nificance, and is intensified by the state­ 
ments of people from the Hast that the 
business men of the Atlantic look upon the 
success of Garfield and Arthur as a guar­ 
antee of increased prosperity and security, 
and a warrant fur enlarged investments 
and the pushing out in new lines of Amer­ 
ican commerce, trade and industry. 


Domestic reforms are justly engaging 
much attention, and none demand it more 
than» those connected with the table. The 
11 frying-pan ” has been pronounced the 
•vil genius of America. There is truth in 
the grim witticism. We are essentially a 
frying-pan people? and as a result a nation 
of dyspeptics. The art of living is not 
one highly cultivated among us, and one of 
the branches of that art is almost wholly 
neglected, as any one may see who looks 
about him in the restaurants, hotels and 
public boarding-houses. We refer to de­ 
liberate eating. We pay too little atten­ 
tion to the mouth that nature gives us. 
We do not permit it to fulfill its great 
office, the preparation of the nourishment 
for the stomach. On the contrary, we 
treat it as a mere receptacle for the mo­ 
mentary deposit of food until it can be 
washed down all unprepared. Observa­ 
tion of the eating habits of our people, as 
manifested at the public table, leads us to 
the belief that there is more in how we 
eat than in what we cat, and that 
there is more depending upon it 
regarding our moral, physical and national 
growth than most people arc ready to con­ 
fess. A dyspeptic and bilious people can­ 
not be happy, and without happiness there 
can be no material advancement. The 
stomach of the country is, after all, the 
heart of the nation. These are generaliza­ 
tions, but they will suffice for the present 
to set thought on wheels. A healthful 
dietary must of course depend upon vari­ 
ety and excellence of selection, and that 
must be supplemented by proper cooking, 
in which, as remarked, there is all too 
much use of the frying pan. But select 
as we may, apply the highest skill iu the 
kitchen, and still all depends upon the 
mouth and its office. The saliva in a 
healthy mouth is alkaline, and, as the 
scientists inform us, “ the alkali combines 
“ with those parts of the food which, 
“ without it, would prove refractory, or 
“ would ferment in the stomach and its 
“ continuations. The actual operation of 
“ the saliva in eating is to kill the food— 
“ that is, to render it entirely inert. That 
“ this is the fact may be learned by any- 
“ body who chooses to try the expcri- 
“ ment.” But we do not need the sci­ 
entists to tell us that well-masticated food 
is more easily digested than that bolted in 
hot haste; nor do we need to be told 
that all .too many of our people bolt their 
food, shovel it down, wash it down whole, 
and that the practice is so common among 
our children that we have come to give it 
little or no attention. The results of this 
neglect are deplorable. Dyspepsia has be­ 
come the national disease, kidney diseases 
almost rival it, and all the long train of 
ailments which follow in the wake of dis­ 
ordered digestion, may be traced, in large 
majority, to the simple fact that we eat 
too fast and drink while eating. 
We 
should cat as if we had no other business 
on hand, but a glance at the public table, 
and many a private one, must convince 
the observer that fully three-fourths of 
our people cat as if that was the least im­ 
portant business of life—that the sooner it 
is disposed of the better. It is a subject 
of great importance, affects not only our 
present welfare, but has a vital value for the 
next generation ; enters into the question 
ot our physical development and mental 
attainments ; has its influence upon the 
character of our thought, and is felt in 
every nerve of organized society. 
We 
ought to think and act on the matter, be­ 
gin the reform with ourselves, enforce it 
with our children and save them from the 
tyranny of a rebellious stomach. As one 
careful writer on dietary habits puts it, 
we should “ e3t a fair variety ; see that it 
“ is thoroughly cooked and not robbed of 
“ its natural flavor by condiments ; masti- 
“ cate slowly, and until the tongue has 
“ reveled in the flavor, and trust the mor- 
“ sel to find its way into the stomach with- 
“ out flooding the passage with tea, coffee 
“ or water.” It is possible to do without 
teeth, but we could not live at all were it 
not for the salivary glands. Therefore we 
should put those glands to use at the 
table; kill our food before we swallow i t ; 
and unless it is very badly prepared it will 
digest, and furnish blood, bone, muscle 
and everything that goe3 to repair waste 
of tissues and nerve-force. 


1H2 WATER INQUIRY TO BE PROS­ 
ECUTED. 


MARVELOUS INCONSISTENCY. 
The declaration is now made Ly the 
Democrats that the amendments to the j 
Constitution settled forever the question of • 
States rights. Yet in the face of this de- j 
claration there stands, silently re’oukrag 
them for want of honesty, the Stktes-righta 
plank in the platform of the party.

We learn, unofficially, that individual 
members of the Board cf Trustees have 
stated their intention to favor, when the 
Board assembles, the ‘‘ water inquiry.” 
The people will hail th¡3 announcement 
with delight. If ever there was a commu­ 
nity unanimous upon any one subject it is 
upon that now moving this people to the 
center. The inquiry about to be made 
must be thorough and exhaustive. We 
have faith in the City Trustees that 
when they enter upon it they will 
make it satisfactory in every particu­ 
lar. A mere scanning of the subject, a 
mere glance at the facts, will not do. 
What is demanded is thoroughness of 
reply on these subjects : 
1. The location, extent and trend of the 
belt or strata from which pure water can 
be had, as alleged by Mr. Rose iu his com­ 
munication to the R e c o r d - U n io n , and set 
forth by others in brief letters published. 
2. Analysis of the water now used from 
the river and of that taken from all the 
wells on the “ belt,” or elsewhere in the 
city, and a statement of their present and 
probable future capacity. 
3. Report as to the probable average 
depth at which good water can be obtained, 
and whether the water varies in character 
at different depths, and if so, in what par­ 
ticular. 
4. Report as to the probable cost of 
sinking wells on the belt named, and the 
probable quantity obtainable and the ad­ 
visability of sinking a new well as a test. 
5. The facts as to adapting the pres­ 
ent system of mains and pipes and machin­ 
ery to anew source of supply. 
6. The cost of water-lifting from wells at 
Alameda, Woodland, Stockton and Marys­ 
ville, and the probable cost of such lifting 
in Sacramento as compared to the present 
or direct pressure system. 
To this end the committee to be named 
should call before it every one having his­ 
torical or scientific and practical knowledge 
of the subjects in Sacramento, and the 
Trustees should guarantee the necessary 
expense to reduce the statements of 
fact to writing. The committee should 
also sit with open doors and invite 
the free presence and expression of all citi­ 
zens. The facts, and all the facts, ar* 
wanted, and then wo desire, as a finality to 
thereports, recommendations of thecommit- 
tee based upon the testimony adduced. 
Such procedure will settle the question, 
and nothing else w ill. 
The facts, we think, should be ascer­ 
tained by a committee of citizens who are 
not committed positively to any theories 
or systems conceining the matter, and who 
should be requested to gather the facts 
and report them to the Trustees in a con­ 
cise form, for possible action by that body 


should it deem the result worthy of it. In 
this connection it may be suggested, that 
it is highly probable the President of 
the Board of Health, the President of the 
Society for Medical Improvement and the 
President of the Board of Trade, or citi­ 
zens occupying prominent positions of that 
character, would accept the trust of inquiry 
in behalf of the people of the city. 
NEW STYLE OF EDITORIAL WRITING. 
The people of the interior have but an 
indirect interest in the “ new charter ” 
campaign now progressing in San Fran­ 
cisco, but our contemporaries there are di­ 
vided by an alignment which has so long 
stood a given test that the subject has be­ 
come one ot amusing interest, and recent 
manifestations by those journals in the 
pending local campaign call especial atten­ 
tion to it at this time. It would seem 
that these papers are so utterly unable to 
agree upon any question, however trivial, 
and so persistent is this disagreement that 
people who look on dispassionately are in­ 
clined to believe it is referable to other 
causes than tlio3e arising out of the particu­ 
lar questions discussed—in short, they very 
naturally conclude that these journals have 
agreed to disagree on all matters. Standing 
off at a distance, and looking on at the 
“ charter” fight, sometimes feeling in­ 
clined to take a hand for Betsy and some­ 
times for the bear, we of the interior note 
in the savagery of the affair a new develop­ 
ment which awakens our curiosity, if it 
does not engage our deep interest, and it is 
found in the form of a new style of edi­ 
torial w riting by an ardent advocate of the 
“ new charter.” This new style is the 
^conversational. It presents itself in the 
form of a dialogue, and takes on not 
a little of dramatic interest. Invari­ 
ably these dialogues are between two 
citizens—one the advocate and the other 
the opponent of the new charter—and 
with uniformity the fellow who is for 
overcomes and demolishes the fellow who 
is against. These conversational editorials 
always open in a manner suggestive 
of the elegance which marks the 
“ Johnny-how’s-yer-dog ” style of talk. 
The fellow against always hails the fellow 
who is for, and asks him conundrums, 
which the latter cracks with perfect ease, 
and winds up by demolishing his fellow- 
citizen to completely that he is converted 
out of hand, cries 
“ quits,” and is inconti­ 
nently taken into the new’ charter camp. 
Every morning, with remarkable regu­ 
larity, the straw citizens meet, and every 
morning the editorial dialogue records the 
capture of one of the enemy. 
The 
pitiful thing about it 
all, and that which 
excites our sympathy, is the vacuity of 
thought which marks the “ talk” of the 
chap who ¡3 against the charter; he is 
never possessed of much of an idea ; he 
seems to be in a maze of doubt, and alto­ 
gether ignorant of what is due him in de­ 
bate ; while the charter man generally has 
some “ power” to bis tongue, and is given 
some force in his argument. This con­ 
stantly putting the sharp fellow on the 
track of consummate idiots savors of inhu­ 
manity and awakens our indignation in 
the interest of fair play, and we insist that 
once in a while the paper in question shall 
set its charter sharp after a fellow on the 
other side not wholly a fool. As it is now, 
the anti-charter fellows, in the fiat dia­ 
logues, dignified by the editorial garb, in­ 
variably are so soon cornered, so completely 
shut up, and so utterly out of powder, that 
they remind us of Dundreary, who, when he 
could think of nothing else to say, asked 
the girl with whom he was conversing 
if she could wag her car. 
Should 
the anti-charter chap propound this in­ 
quiry, however, it is probable, to use the 
expressive slang, that he would suffer 
mayhem of that member by its being 
“ chawed off,” for the dialogues indicate 
now that the charter fellow is getting 
frantic, and lead us to the conclusion that 
he expects to be beaten iu the end, and 
that liis friends, the charter advocates, 
look upon their cause as lost. However, 
if the thing is to go od, we suggest to the 
journal in question that if it can’t be fair, 
it may be generous, and now and then 
introduce an anti-charterer who is not alto­ 
gether an ass. But for our part we’ve seen 
quite enough of this “ Johnny-how’s-yer- 
dog” new style of editorial, and submit 
that it is worthy only of a patent-rcedicine 
circular, ’and that it is utterly devoid of 
reason or sense, and in no wi3e calculated 
to convince or confian.

He finds that 
as coal absorbs rapidly up to one hundred 
times its own volume of oxygen, the air 
which the miners have to breathe 
is deprived of oxygen to a hurtful degree. 
The atmosphere of a mine is also fur­ 
ther vitiated by the gaseous carbon com­ 
pounds given off by the slow combustion of 
the coal. He concludes that a supply of 
air is more essential than a supply of light, 
and that even the best ventilated mines 
need to be better ventilated.

Since the water has receded in the Yuba 
river opposite Marysville, immense sand 
bars afford an indication of the debris de­ 
posited the past season. 
A disease similar to the epizootic, so 
prevalent a few years ago, has made its ap­ 
pearance among the horses in the mountain 
district east of Stockton. 
A buck was recently shot some ten miles 
from Red Bluff, on whose head are three 
antlers, having a number of prongs, making 
a perfect network of horns. 
There is a large hunting party organ­ 
izing in Truckee, to go out on the 11th of 
August. The provisions, bedding, etc., 
will be carried on pack auimals. 
Judge Paterson, of Stockton, recently 
decided that a witness could be compelled 
to answer, but that his testimouy could 
not be used against himself, excepting in 
cases of perjury. 
, 
A large tract of land near Fruit Vale, 
Alameda county, purchased by the Odd 
Fellows for a cemetery, has been sold in 
homestead lots, the original idea having 
been abandoned. 
Willie Beatty, living in Plumas county, 
recently killed two bears, xteighing 600 
and 300 pounds, and a deer weighing 150 
pounds, making 1,050 pounds of meat for’ 
a single day’s work. 
At Rocklin, a few days ago, Mr3. John 
McRae had been cleaning furniture by 
means of coal oil. Her little girl came 
along, and thinking the coal oil was water, 
drank it down, and the results were nearly 
fatal. 
The potato, hay and other crops of 
Clarke ami Cowlitz counties, W. T., will 
be very short this year, owing to high 
water. Farmers on the bottoms are be­ 
ginning to go back and inspecting their 
houses, scrubbing out and preparing to oc­ 
cupy them. 
Nearly all the wing dams in the Skagit 
mines, Washington Territory, were washed 
away by the late fresbets. At the mouth 
of Ruby creek the water rose 50 feet, inun­ 
dated the litt|e hamlet of Ruby City, and 
compelled the inhabitants to flee to the 
mountains. 
Says the Oregonian, Portland : The 
meanest and most contemptible sneak thief 
in this State has at last come to the front. 
The Sisters of St. Vincent Hospital have 
put up this year 115 jars of fruit for the 
use of the establishment. They have lately 
had a new cellar completed, and the fruit 
placed therein, but some wretch recently 
gained admission thereto and stole the 
whole of it. 
J. F. Carr, who met with an accidental 
death last week at Nevada City, was raised 
as a Catholic, or rather his parents were 
members of that Church. He married a 
Protestant wife, and has not since been 
very attentive to the duties of the 
Church.

mains in the Catholic Cemetery. At his 
wife’s request, the Nevada Light Guard, 
of which he was a member, buried him 
with military honors. 
According to the recent surveys of the 
Great Salt Lake, its greatest length, north 
and south, is 93 miles, while the greatest 
width is 43 miles. Instruments show the 
present evaporation to be about one inch 
per day, and the influx of water through 
the many rivers entering the lake to be a 
little more than the present evaporation.

Im provem ent on E dison’s Lam p.—J. 
II. Guest, of Brooklyn, has made some 
important improvements bn the Edison 
lamp. He makes a better nnion of the 
rods of the platinum wire conductors with 
the horso-shoe carbon, by closing the ends 
of the wire in the extremities of the card 
before it is carbonized. The chief im­ 
provement, however, lies in the manner in 
which he prevents the air from finding an 
entrance into the vacuum globe at the 
apertures made for the conductors. The 
platinum wires are sealed in the ends of 
curved glass tubes communicating with the 
globe, and these joints are inclosed in 
small globes or bulbs formed on the ends of 
the glass tubes and filled with mercury.

LASSEN COUNTY NOTES. 
The R ecord-U nion correspondent at Su­ 
san ville, writing under date of the ISth, 
says : 
The year 1SS0 bids fair to be remembered 
in future years by the farmers of Lassen 
county as “ the hard year.” The deep 
snows and the cold winter greatly reduced 
the cattle, horses and sheep of the county, 
while the cold rainy spring so retarded the 
sowing of grain that in many eases the 
crop will be a failure. From what I can 
learn there will not be half a crop of grain 
in the county. There will be a fair crop 
of hay which the farmers have just com­ 
menced cutting. The fruit crop, which 
bids fair to be a large one, will not come 
up to expectations, as much of it has been 
blasted and fallen. Fruit, grain and vege­ 
tables are nearly a month behind former 
seasons. 
There «s little enthusiasm manifested by 
either party in regard to politics, although 
it is current here that the Democrats in­ 
tend soon to start a campaign paper. In a 
county with as few voters as this, a politi­ 
cal paper would be a heavy load for either 
party to carry, in my estimation. 
The trial of Charles F. Miers for the 
murder of Richard Walsh, on the 11th of 
April, near Biebcr, will commence in the 
Superior Court here on the 2d of August. 
It will be one of much interest. 
The Odd Fellows have the foundation 
laid for a new hall. The structure will be 
of wood, twenty-eight feet front and ex­ 
tending back eighty feet, and will be two 
stories high. 
The lower floor will be 
rented for mercantile purposes, and the 
upper used as a hall for the Order. Work 
on it will be prosecuted as fast as possible, 
and when completed there will be a dedica­ 
tion and appropriate exercises held in it. 
For over three weeks the weather has 
been excessively warm. With the excep­ 
tion of three days the thermometer has 
reached from 90 to 100 degrees in the 
shade in the middle of the day, while, 
what is quite unusual, many of the nights 
have been quite sultry.

E ecobd-Union: A t the comer of 
Eighth ar.d O streets is a well only forty feet 
deep, from which we get an abundance of 
clear, soft, palatable water, which we think 
far more wholesome than the “ tule juice” 
now being pumped up by the city engines. I 
fail to see how the wash from hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land, dotted with "the 
carcasses of sheep and cattle, « ith occasion­ 
ally something more repulsive, can be con­ 
ducive to health ; and the prevalence of ma­ 
larial disease is, 1 think, traceable to the im­ 
mense quantity of decayed vegetable matter 
carried in the solutiou of river water, By 
all means give us pure water, if it can be 
had. 
I do not allow the city water to be 
used for household purposes, and I doubt the 
wisdom of even using it for irrigating. X. 


E ds. R ecord - U nion : 
Regarding the 
“ water boom ” let me out in an oar. I heard 
something to-night that I think should be 
known. 
A mechanic of acknowledged com­ 
petency, one who has no superior in the 
State, and who is familiar with the subject, 
told me that the old and the new pumps at 
the water wurkscan be used to lift clear water, 
if found, to a reservoir or tank, and that such 
use would not be difficult to apply, and he 
added that the same pumps and engines can 
be run 25 per cent, cheaper lifting clear water, 
than as now u?ed, as with a tank steam 
would not have to be kept up as now, the 
work a; night would be different, and for 
other reasons, 
tie also added, in answer to 
me, that the machinery we now have will 
wear 500 per cent, longer and better with 
clear water than the grinding, wearing sed­ 
iment now u«ed. 
He said it cost about 
81,000 to bush the Holly pumps after but 
four years’ use, and that the Stevens pump 
will have to be bushed in no very long time, 
and it will cost §500 probably. So these are 
new reasons, aud weighty ones, for looking 
for clear water. 
The fact that it costs us 25 
cents more on every dollar to pump mud than 
to pump clear water, makes the matter one 
of wonderful in tere-1 to every 
T axpayer. 


E d s . RecO RD -U nion : I heard officials 
laughing to-day over the “ idea ” that clear 
water can be running' iu the city pipes in 
three months after being found. 
Now it was 
in my letter i f yesterday that that prophecy 
was made. To see if I n a-sa badly mistaken 
1 had a mechanic and an engineer give an 
opinion about it. The result was that it was 
concluded, if gocd water is found, that in 
three months several welts could be sunk, the 
Stevens pump moved, a tank set up and clear 
water be put into the mains. The officials 
who think it should take years will do well to 
figure a little, and learu whether it takes a 
few days or a week to sink a weil here, and a 
year or a few weeks to erect tanks and move 
a pump, and that it is not necessary to 
abandon one system until another has been 
tested.

MODERN SYSTEM. 


A 
TEACHER 
OF 
THE 
NEW 
METHOD 
WILL B2 EMPLOYED. 


A Brief Statement of 
the 
Manner of 
Teaching Arithmetic and Other 
Branches Under the German 
or Quincy System. 


From interviews held with members of the 
City Board of Education, it may be remarked 
that the recent letter received by the Board 
from the teacher expected from Quincy, 
Mass., declining, finally, to come in accord­ 
ance with agreement, will have no effect 
upon the proposed introduction of the new 
system into our schools. The general ap­ 
proval which the action of the Board has 
received in sending for a teacher to introduce 
the Quincy method into one or more of the 
city schools 
will insure their promptly 
carrying 
out 
the 
proposed 
innovation. 
As soon as members of the Board, now ab­ 
sent from the city, shall have returned, so 
that a full meeting of the Board can be held, 
action, it is understood, will at once be taken, 
either to secure the services of the teacher 
previously expected, or some other one fully 
competent. This, it is probable, the Board 
will leave to the Superintendent at Quincy, 
but at all events it is believed to be the pres­ 
ent intention that no delay shall be occa­ 
sioned by the declination of the teacher here­ 
tofore expected, aud another will be obtained 
in time to commence at the reopening of the 
schools after the approaching vacation. 
The following further data as to methods 
of teaching under the rational system is fur­ 
nished by the lady heretofore referred to, who 
was formerly for many years engaged in its 
teaching : 
ARITHMETIC. 
In arithmetic, counting is first taught— 
not in the abstract by means of figures writ­ 
ten on the board or printed in books, but by 
visible objects. Doors and windows, tables, 
chair--, and the balls on the abacus are used 
in conveying a correct idea of numbers. But 
among the best aids in teaching arithmetic to 
young children is f >und to lie a box of cubes, 
and one of round, wooden or hard rubber 
disks, of the size and similar to those used in 
the game of checkers. These latter may be 
of two colors—black and white—or both 
colors. Their greatest advantage consists in 
their being easily handled by the pupils. 
It 
is a well-known fact that children have their 
ej-es in their fingers, as mothers can testify. 
I t is the perfectly proper and natural desire 
of the little ones to gain as full a knowledge 
of objects as possible, and as the eye alone 
gives but a limited idea of the properties of 
things, the other senses are called into requi­ 
sition to supplement the imperfect grasp of 
knowledge gained by the eye. Thus the 
fingers, as chief instruments of feeling, and 
next the tongue, are used in exploring every 
new object, and instead of checking this 
natural disposition, the teacher will utilize it 
to the utmost, only guarding against its 
abuse. These 
CUBES AND DISKS 
Then are given to the pupils, who have the 
satisfaction of handling the objects which 
they are called upon to count and manipulate 
in illustration of the simplest expression of 
the four species. Just here will be perceived 
a difference between the old methnd and the 
new. 
Instead of carrying the pupils through 
notation and numeration up to a hundred or 
more before the four species in simple num­ 
bers have been taught, the laiter are intro­ 
duced at the beginning, by means of the 
disks and cubes and the numerical frame. 
Numeration, addition, substraction, multipli­ 
cation and division,"and even the first glimpse 
at fractions, must be thoroughly mastered 
before the pupil goes beyond the number ten. 
Not until that has been accomplished is fur­ 
ther 
expansion 
of the child’s intellect 
possible, 
nor is written arithmetic re­ 
sorted to at this period, but the writing 
of figures 
and their names 
is 
taught 
aud 
keeps 
pace 
with 
the 
gradual 
development of the arithmetical object- 
lessons, as sketched above. The next step 
carries the pupil in the same manner up to 
twenty, then to thirty, etc. 
Very gradually 
the pupils are thus le 1 on until the number 
one hundred is reached, and by this time tiie 
four species have become perfectly familiar, 
numeration and notation are acquired, and 
mental arithmetic has been practiced uncot- 
sciou-ly and with wonderful ease, 'i'he-e re­ 
sults come chiefly from a perfect comprehen­ 
sion of the arithmetical unit and its place and 
uses in the formation of numbers, and as this 
knowledge is the direct result of manipulating 
with objects, each manipulation veiified by 
the eye and hand of the pupil, it is not simply 
good memorizing, but 


ACTUAL KNOWLEDGE, 
Full}' understood and capable of proof. Yet 
in• “ sums "’ have been done, no definitions or 
rules learned. 
Practically it has all been 
done by the pupils, with ju-t a guiding or 
restraining word from the teacher, who allows 
the mental process to evolve slowly hut surely 
from the practical work of the eye and hand. 
When the number 100 is reached, the deci­ 
mal system is introduced, but not in the ab­ 
stract. 
Again the disks and numerical frame 
are used in convejyig the idea of numbers ; 
or, better still, sets of wooden disks of three 
different sizes, representing cents, dimes and 
dollars. The unit, with which the pupils 
have become so familiar, is now represented 
by the cent, the tens are denon inated dimes, 
and the hundreds are dollars. In arranging 
them on the desk, the pupil is required to in­ 
variably so put the cents (or units Lou his 
right, next the dimes, then on the left the 
dollars, in conformity with the rules of nota­ 
tion. Thus a seemingly difficult and abstract 
matter is brought home to the pupil’s compre­ 
hension, and notation, instead of keeping him 
in a maze of perplexities, becomes intelligible, 
and »1! subsequent arithmetical operations, by 
constant reference to what has been learned 
previously and by frequent illustrations with 
cubes and disks, are rendered easy and natu­ 
ral. 
It has not been the aim to give treatises on 
the various branches, hut simply to point out 
the course at the very beginning, showing the 
method in its most primitive expression and 
giving the chief reasons for following such a 
course. 
• 


OBJECT LESSONS AND COMPOSITION. 
At the outset the objects chosen for the 
le.-sons must lie at hand and easy to examine, 
as the children are required to give as full a 
description as possible, and such description 
must lie the result of actual observation 
Thus they first give the name of the object in 
question, and are then, by natural anil easy 
steps, led to describe and classify it. 
The 
teacher will here insist on completeness and 
accuracy, a3 a habit for correct observation 
j and language must be cultivated at the begin­ 
; ning ; nor must any information be imparted 
| to the pupils which they themselves, if prop­ 
erly questioned, are able to give. 
The object 
under examination is classified as being: (1) 
Natural or ai titicial; (2) an animal, vegetable 
! or mineral substance ; (3) whether necessary, 
useful or ornamental; (4) by whom it is made, 
; sold, owned and u ed ; (5) its use and abuse ; 
1 ill) its intrinsic and money value ; (7) its 
place of keeping ; (8) its care and preserva­ 
tion, etc. Under 5, (i and 8 the moral asjiect 
is considered, a very important feature of this 
branch, and one which gives the teacher a 
chance to cultivate a feeling of responsibility 
and a sense of duty in the children, and im 
pressing on their minds a due respect for the 
I property of others and the rights of owner­ 
ship, a lesson upon which our youth are 
SADLY IN NEED. 
Under six the practical view is supple­ 
mented by the moral one, as for instance 
(when we say that the slate is very cheap 
when compared with its usefulness, and that 
the small cwt of a thing can be no excuse for 
i carelessness or willful destruction, etc. A 
, natural and easy course in object lessons 
begins with the school-room and its contents ; 
next conies the school-bouse and what it con­ 
tains, then the yard surrounding it. After 
that the child's dwelling-house, its “ home,” 
i-< the subject of a series of lessons. Then 
comes the gardens belonging to the dwellings. 
Tne children then learn t<> distinguish be- 
| tween public and private edifices, and those of 
the former class that are known to the chil­ 
dren are mentioned and their use explaiued. 
1 Here again it is the teacher’s duty to impress 
on the children’s mind the sacred ness of the 
i property of the people and for the peo­ 
ple. 
Especially the parks aud 
gardens 
i are 
made the 
subject of 
conversation 
between teacher and pupils, and the latter 
are led to understand the esthetic, ethical 
and sanitary purposes of those “ breathing- 
places ” of cities ; and the part which trees and 
other plants, and lawns, take in exerting an 
influence on the public health is explained, 
and their care and preservation is urged upon 
the children. Their love of the beautiful, 
their regard for property and health, and 
their pride in the chief ornaments of the 
town, must be equally stimulated, for 


EDUCATION, IN ITS NOBLER SENSE, 
Includes all this and a great deal more. 
Do­ 
mestic animals and familiar plants, tools, raw 
materials and their products, the occupations 
of men, women and children, are introduced 
at the discretion of the teacher. 55 ith the 
Germans a favorite plan is to follow the de­ 
scription of the school-iiouse with a lesson on 
the teacher and scholars, describing their du­ 
ties, occupations, rights and responsibilities. 
The “ home ” is followed by a review of its 
inmates, of the father, mother, children, other 
relatives, chance inmatea of the household, and 
the servants. Their occupations, rights, du­ 
ties and responsibilities are also conversed 
about, and the children are counseled and ex­ 


horted concerning their share in the domestic 
economy of the home. 
Nor is there the 
slightest necessity for prying into the private 
lives of the different families ; there is plenty 
of neutral ground on which the good seed of 


MORAL INSTRUCTION 
May be sown, without giving offense to any 
one. 
_ 
_ 
As soon as jiossible writing is used in con­ 
nection with these object lessons. 
A t first 
only the most important words or a few ex­ 
pressive sentences are taken from the lesson. 
The teacher writes them on the board and 
the pupils copy them. The children frame 
the sentences with the aid of the teacher. As 
the pupils advance in writing aud reading, 
each lesson is briefly summarized by the pu­ 
pils, put on the board in the form of ques­ 
tions by the teacher, and the answers are 
worked out in school or at home by the pu­ 
pils. 
This is the first step in composition. 
Quality in writing and briefness, accuracy 
and neatness must be insisted upon from the 
beginning, as all future success must depend 
more or less on this primary teaching. 
Among the chief points to be observed in 
this connection are (1), every lesson must be 
thoroughly rehearsed before writing ; and (2) 
only the salient points of each lesson are re­ 
duced to writing. This trains the mind to 
the accurate statement of facts in a condensed 
and comprehensive manner, and leads to the 
goal of the axiom, that “ to save time is to 
lengthen life.”

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MINING MOTES. 


The Oriental mine at Alleghany, Sierra 
county, is supposed to lie sold to New 
York parties, who are c.u their way to take 
possession. 
P. Delong and others have discovered a 
very rich quartz ledge in Hog Canyon, 
Sierra county, above the old Primrose mill. 
I t was a blind ledge, and was uncovered 
while sluicing. 
The owners of the Golden Star drift mine 
at Alleghany, Sierra county, who suspend­ 
ed operations last fall, have recommenced 
work. 
The prospects of the company are 


3 a id to be good. 
The Bie Flat copper mines of Del Norte 
promise well. 
At the Congdon mine the 
ledge at 40 feet deep is 20 feet wide, and 
pays from 30 to 40 per cent, pure copper, 
according to the Cresceut City Courier ^ 
statement. 
Keeler City, Inyo county, is on the north 
side of Owen’s lake. 
A ten-stamp silver 
mill is being built there, in the Cerro 
Gordo District, which is said to have 
yielded bullion to the amount of $16,000,­ 
000 already. 
• 
Mining operations at Gold linn. Placer 
county, are increasing in activity. 
A ce­ 
m ent mill is in course of erection at that 
place. 
The five-stamp mill recently put 
up at Humbug Canyon is now in successful 
operation. 
It is said to work the ore very 
satisfactorily. 
. 
The Homer Mining Index asserts that 
the old Mono diggings are likely to come 
to the front again. There was an immense 
amount of gold washed out there from 1858 
to 1804, estimated as high as $8,000,000, 
and now miners are going for the source 
whence all this came. 
Some rich quartz 
ledges have been discovered, which bid 
fair to yield largely. 
A rich strike is reported to have been 
made the latter part of last week in the 
Albert gravel mine (formerly the old Buck­ 
eye), on the Blue Tent road near this city, 
says the Nevada City '1 ranscript. 
It is 
stated th at gravel paying as high as 2.) 
cents a -pan was found Saturday. 
I he 
owners of the claim are Gras3 \ alleyans, 
who have for several months been trying 
to recover the channel. 
A line bed of marble has been discov­ 
ered about three miles and a half from 
town, near the head of Ontario gulch, says 
the Park City (Utah) Record. 
Its quality 
is pronounced perfect, and there are ap 
pareutly various stratum of different col­ 
ora—a beautiful variegated black, also red­ 
dish brown, greatly resembling the Scotch 
marble, and a pure white 
The ledge is 
apparently about seventy-five feet wide. 
From a gentleman who visited the Kd- 
mans mine, on Eagle gulch, one day last 
week, the Plumas dlalonal lcarnsthat the 
owners are taking out some very rich rock. 
The r-rastra wa3 to start upon IN edncsday, 
and the results will he wonderful. 
The 
rock as taken from the mine is carefully 
assorted, and the best part of it, crushed 
in a hand-mortar, yielded about 8100 per 
day. 
The next grade is put iuto barrels 
and boxes, and will be worked in the 
arastra. 
The effort made last week to introduce 
Chinese labor into the Derbec mine, Ne­ 
vada county, was very unsuccessful. W hen 
the 25 newly-hired Mongolians were abont 
to enter upon their duties the white em­ 
ployes informed the Superintendent that 
they would not submit to the innovation. 
They said th at they would not work along- 
side’the Celestials.’neither would they per­ 
mit any others of their race to do so. After 
some disciTssion o^er the m atter, the man­ 
agement acceded to the demands of the 
regular laborers, who are now working as 
usual, while John is left out in the cold. 
Hydraulic mining is now being actively 
.rosecuted at all points along the “ Ridge,” 
says the Grass \ alley Union of July 2lst, 
the water supply being good, and some of 
the companies will be enabled to work 
entirely through the season. 
A t Moore’s 
Flat and vicinity there is much activity in 
mining, and plenty of water so far to meet 
all demands. 
The North Bloomfield Min­ 
ing Company is runniug full-handed, and 
has uot yet commenced to draw upon their 
Yeservoir of w ater in their large dam on 
Canyon creek. 
Some snow is yet to be 
seen between Eureka and Canyon creek, 
th at will furnish water for that reservoir. 
There is every promise that the w ater 
npply for the up country mines will he 
better than ever before known, from the 
fact of the quantity of snow that fell last 
winter, and the better facilities now pos­ 
sessed for catching the sip-age by means of 
the large reservoirs in the high mountain 
valleys.

C3INA WARE 
I if 
NEW 
JERSEY. 


There are sixteen great pottery establish­ 
ments in Trenton. In them are invested be­ 
tween a million and a half and two millions 
of dolíais, and their annual sales amount to 
nearly the same figures. 
Their buildings 
cover large tracts of ground, and give em­ 
ployment to about 3,000 persons. 
Their 
grimy, stained buildings seem to be as old 
as Trenton, but the industry is, in reality, 
a new one. 
It is only about twenty-five 
years ago that the tirfft pottery was estab­ 
lished. 
It is there yet. 
It made only yel­ 
low or Rockingham ware. 
Other potteries 
started out to make only yellow ware, but 
the grades of goods made in Trenton im­ 
prove- every year, and there is now only 
one yellow 
ware pottery there. 
East 
Liverpool, Ohio, is the great center of yel­ 
low ware manufacture. 
It is nearly as 
great a pottery center as Trenton. 
Tren­ 
ton owes its good fortune, in this respect, 
to its situation. 
It has no clay, except 
some black dirt that is used for the manu­ 
facture of the boxes that the crockery is 
laid in to be “ fired." The clay used in 
Trenton comes from l’ennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware. 
The clay near the 
Atnboys, in New Jersey, is the best in the 
market. 
A poor man, in .South Amboy, 
borrowed a little money, a few years ago, 
purchased a lot of ground, aud liegan sell­ 
ing the clay th at lies under its surface. He 
has dug great shafts and tunnels, and is 
said to have earned a fortune of 8300,0O>. 
Trenton’s handiness to New York and 
Philadelphia, and its railroads, canal and 
river, arc its attractions to the potters. 
Among the workmen in the potteries are 
many Englishmen and Irishm en,but Ameri­ 
cans are learning to do good work. 
There 
are designers and decorators from Minton’s 
great English tile woiks, and from Tiffany’s 
in New York, employed to decorate the 
better grades of toilet and table ware. 
A ■ 
little while ago nothing better than cream- 1 
colored stone china, and blue stone, and 
stone porcelain ware was made in Trenton. 
Now there are establishments that make 
real china, and others that manufacture a 
grade of stone china that they claim looks 
as well and wears better than French 
china, and is the same in everything ex­ 
cept that it is not translucent. This trans­ 
lucent quality is obtained by an intense 
“ tiring, and those who do not make real 
china say that this “ tiring’’ spoils a large 
proportion of the goods. 
Those who do 
not deal in thia fiae work claim that by 
“ tiring” the china just as earthenware is 
fired—that is, by putting many pieces to- ; 
gether where the French put only one 1 
piece- there is a tremendous profit at 
lower prices than the French obtain. 
The j 
trouble is, however, that the French goods, 
in standing alone in the firing boxes, re­ 
ceive no blemish, while the American ware, 
which is stacked up on pegs, in the boxes, 
bears the marks of the pegs. 
Mr. Fisk, of 
the American Crockery Company, estimates 
that the growth of the Trenton trade has 
reduced the importation of foreign ware 
from 35 to 40 per c nt. during the past 
three years. 
It is said that in one year a 
great stride has been taken. 
A market ¡ 
has grown up for fancy good*. 
I’eiple ’ 
were educated a great deal by the Centen­ 
nial Exhibition, anil, more than all, Ameri­ 
cans had ceased to copy from the English, 
and are rcljing upon their own originality. 
O ther p«tt< is are les3 cheerful. One young 
man spent much time and money on a pair 
of pilques. 
The principal ornamentation 
was a wreath containing every garden 
Hnwer of especial beauty. 
The copying 
■from nature was almost mirror like. 
The 
potter estimated the cost at $125. 
He 
took them to Tiffany and to some one else 
in New York and asked w hat they were 
worth. 
A t one place he was offered 850 ; 
at another 835. 
He Bays that if ’they had 
been imported he would ta re been ulftrod 
at least 8250 for them, 
lie gave them to 
a bride, and found her a more appreciative 
connoisseur than rhe New Yorkers. 


A LESSON 
OF 
HEROISM. 


The following is the speech of General 
Garfield at the dedication of the Soldier's 
Monument on the 3d instant at Painesville, 
Ohio : 
Fellow-citizsns : I cannot fail to respond 
on such an occasion, in sight of such a 
monument to such a cause, sustained by 
such men. 
NVhile I have listened to what 
my friend ha3 said, two questions have 
been sweeping through my heart. 
One 
was, “ W hat does the monument mean ? ” 
and the other, “ W hat will the monument 
teach ?” 
Let me try and ask you for a 
moment to help me to answer w hat does 
the monument mean ? On, the monument 
means a world of memories, and a world of 
deeds, aud a world qf tears and a world of 
glories. 
You know, thousands know, what 
it is to offer up your life to the country, 
and that is no small thing, as every soldier 
knows. 
Let me put the question to you 
for a moment. 
Suppose your country, in 
the awfully embodied form of majestic 
law, should stand above you aud say, “ I 
want your life, come up here on the platform 
and offer it,” how many would walk up 
before th at majestic presence and say : 
“ Here I am ; take this life and use it for 
your great needs ?’ 
And yet almost two 
million of men made th at answer and a 
monument stands yonder to commemorate 
their answer. 
That is one of its meanings. 
But, my friends, let me try you a little 
further. 
To give up life is much, for it is 
to give up wife and home and child and 
ambition. 
But let me test you this May 
further. 
Suppose this awfully majestic 
form should call out to you and say : 
“ I 
ask you to give up health and drag your­ 
self, not dead, but half alive, through a 
miserable existence for long years, until 
you perish and die in your crippled and 
helpless condition. 
I ask you to volunteer 
to do th at.” 
It calls for a higher reach of 
patriotism and self-sacrifice, but hundreds 
of thousands of you soldiers did that. 
T hat is w hat the monument meant also. 
But let me ask you to go one step further. 
Suppose your country should say, “ Come 
here on this platform and in my name and 
for 
my 
sake 
consent 
to 
be 
idiots. 
Consent 
th at 
your very 
brain 
and 
intellect shall 
be 
broken 
down 
into 
hopeless idiocy for my sake.” 
How many 
con Id be found to-m ake th at venture? 
And yet thousands, and th at with their 
eyes wide open to the horrible conse­ 
quences, obeyed th at call. 
And let me tell 
how 100,000 of our soldiers were prisoners 
of war, and many of them, when death 
was stalking near, when famine was climb­ 
ing up into their hearts, and idiocy was 
threatening all that Mas left of their intel­ 
lect, the gates of their prison stood open 
every day if they would q u it—desert their 
llag and enlist under the flag of the enemy 
—aud out of 180.000 not two per cent, 
ever received .the liberation from death, 
starvation and idiocy. 
All that might 
come to them ; but they took all these 
horrors and all these sufferings, in prefer­ 
ence to g ing back upon the flag of their 
country and the glory of its truth. 
Great 
God ! was ever such measure of patriot­ 
ism reached by any man on this earth be­ 
fore ? That is 
what your 
monument 
means. 
By the subtle chemistry that 
no man 
knows all 
the 
blood 
th at 
Mas 
shed 
by our 
brethren, 
all the 
lives th at M erc devoted, . all the grief 
th at M-as felt, at last crystallized itseli into 
granite, rendered immortal the great truth 
for wjjich they died, and it stands there to­ 
day, aDd th at is Mhat your monument 
means.

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GLASS 
MILLSTONES. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


In Texas they make cider from tomatoes j 
and soil it at 31 25 a gallon. 


We notice in the trade and technical 
papers of late numerous references to the 
success that has attended the introduction 
of glass millstones in Germany, concerning 
which novel grinding appliances M’e have 
previously given some facts. 
These ac­ 
counts report recent improvements in their 
manufacture, which, in connection with 
the excellency of their w’ork, must bring 
them into very general notice among mill­ 
ers. 
The idea of constructing millstones of 
glass is said to have originated from the 
observation th at the finest flour M-as pro­ 
duced by these millstones which have the 
most glassy texture ; from .this observation 
come an experiment M-hich demonstrated 
th at pieces of glass combined in the same 
way as the French buhr, and similarly 
grooved on their surfaces, gave better re­ 
sults in grinding than the buhr millstone. 
The outcome of this successful exper­ 
iment, 
we 
learn 
from 
the 
Pottery 
Cozrtle, 
M-as 
the 
invention, 
by the 
Messrs. Thorn, of the glass millstones 
iiom’ made by them and used in Germany 
with much satisfaction. 
Respecting their 
ejiecial merits, wc learn, oil the same au­ 
thority, th at they grind more easily and 
do not heat the flour as much as is the 
case with the French buhr-stone. 
In 
grinding grist they run perfectly cold. 
In 
making these stones the glass is cast in 
blocks of suitable size and shape, joined 
with cement in the same M-ay as the 
French buhrs, dressed and 
furroM’-cut 
Mith picks and pointed hammers. 
It is 
suggested that the substitution of diamond 
dresaing niachincs Mould give better re­ 
sults. 
W ithout going into technical points 
respecting the comparative merits of the 
old and new millstor.es, which are given 
at some length, but which M ould only lie 
appreciated by practical millers, u-e note 
simply our contemporary's opinion that, in 
tho event of the success of certain experi­ 
m ent! now making on a larger and more 
im portant scale than any previous ones, 
“ this discovery M’ill be entitled to rank as 
one of the most valuable of recent years 
as regards the milling industry.’’—[Engi­ 
neering Journal.

This latter is now in a dangerous 
state of decay and will soon be removed. 
Ten officers and 30 men of the various 
regiments of the regular army of the De­ 
partm ent of California yesterday, at divi­ 
sion headquarters, began their shooting for 
positions in the team to be sent to Creed- 
moor, and will continue for three days. 
In the case of the People of the State 
vs. Robert Gardner et als., an action to re­ 
cover from Gardner and his bondsmen for 
the non-performance of hjs duty as Sur- 
veyor-Genqral, the Supreme Court has re­ 
versed the order of the Court below deny­ 
ing a new trial, and remanded the cause.

T he Topopiiose.—The Scientific Am eri­ 
can describes the Mayer topophone, an in­ 
strum ent to determine the exact position 
of any source of sound. 
It consists of two 
resonators, or sound receivers, supported 
on a shoulder-rest. 
From these resonators 
flexible tubes proceed to the ears, but these 
tubes are united in one for part of the 
length. 
“ W hen the two resonators face 
the direction whence a sound comes so as 
to receive at the same time the same sonor­ 
ous impulse, and are joined by tubes of 
equal length, the sound waves received 
from them will necessarily reinforce each 
other, and the sound will be augmented. 
If, on the contrary, the resonators being in 
the same position as regards the source of 
sound, the resonator tubes differ in length 
by half the M’ave length of the sound, the 
impulse from the one neutralizes th at from 
the other, and the sound is obliterated. 
Accordingly, in determining the direction 
of the source of any sound M’ith this instru­ 
ment, the observer, guided by the varying 
intensity of the sound transm itted by the 
resonators, turns until their openings touch 
the same sound waves simultaneously, 
which position he recognizes either by the 
great augmentation of the sound when the 
tube lengths are equal, or by the cessation 
of sound when the tube lengths vary so 
th at the interference of the sound M’aves is 
perfect.” One of the tubes can be length­ 
ened or shortened by meaus of a telescopic 
arrangement. 
For navigating in fogs this 
instrum ent will no doubt be found of great 
value.

L ih h t . — The 
Jam in electric light has created consider­ 
able attention in Paris, and is about to be 
tested in London. 
I t is obtained iron, 
three electric candles, each of which con­ 
sists of a pair cf carbons four millimeters 
in diameter and ten inches in length. The 
carbon rods depend from sockets, and one 
of each pair is rigidly fixed, while the 
other is made to move to and from its 
mate under the control of an electro-mag­ 
net. 
NVhen the electric current is circu­ 
lated, one of a pair of carbons separates, 
and the arc is formed ; and just a short 
time before one pair is consumed there is 
an automatic arrangement which separates 
the next pair and forms an arc. 
A Mire 
arrangement, based on one of Ampere’s 
laM’S, insures the maintenance of the arc 
at the ends of the carbon pencils.
